NEWS AS PROPERTY. 


W atterson’s Proposed Yeasure to Create a Copyright 
in Newa as l’roperty. 

WASHINGTON, February 18 —Henry Watter- 
son, Of the Louisville ( ourier-Journal, has 
prepared a bill providing for'the copyright of 
newspaper matter, which he will shortly pre- 
seut to Congress. He has also prepared an 
argument which he will submit with the bill. 
Mr. Watterson is chairman of the committee 
appointed by the Western associated press at 
its lastannual meeting to present the subject 
of a news copyright to congress, and has given 
much time and labor to the preparation of 
the bill. In an interview with him upon the 
proposed measure Mr. Watierson said: ‘‘Con- 
siderable misinformation seems to exist as to 
the character of the legislation which will be 
asked from congress; it simply operates to 
protect property in news froin piratical con- 
current publication, This can be done 
by @ clause in the copyright laws, 
making the collected news of 
every description, the product of skilled la- 
bor and the outlay exclusive to those who 
pay for it for twenty-four hours, as matters of 
ue ws recognized as property.

The incident is considered of 
very grave importance, especially 
the departure of the British 
hom Cairo for Saukim. A pumber 
ot Mgyptian§ soldiers had been  ge- 
lected to drive the camel battery to Soudan. 
Che petition which was presented by four 
privates, was numerously signed, and pur 
ported to be indorsed by the whole Exyptian 
army, which objected to being employed in a 
Cbristian expedition. General Sir E. Wood 
declares the signatures to the petition far- 
geries. Itisthe general opinion that the 
Egyptian army ought to be disbanded, asit is 
useless and dangerous, 

A despatch from Cairo to Reuters’ telegram 
conipany, says the meeting of the Byyptian 
soldiers 1s considered of trifling importance, 
and has not shaken the contideuce of the Ea- 
glish cilicers of the Egyptiaw troops. Orders 
have been given to confine the British expe 
dition to the relief of foxar. It is expected 
that a decisive battle will be fought on the 
44th inst. General Gordon has had proclama- 
ion posted at Khartoum, recognizing El 
Mahdi as the sultan of Khardoff, remitting 
half of the taxes and placing no restriction on 
the slave trade.

SALARIES. 


A Decision by the Attorney General Whieh Gives 
Them the Opportunity fer Some Back Pay. 
Wasurneton, February i8.—The attorney 
general bas rendered an opinion in regard to 
the construction of the act of March 3d, 1883, 
relative to the readjustment Of postmasters’ 
salaries. He holds that in all cases in which 
it appears from the biennial readjustment of 
the salaries of postmasters of the third,fourth 
or fifth class, that they received ten per cent 
or more Jess than*they would have received 
in commissions under the act of 1854, they 
are now entitled under the act of March 3a, 
1883, to the difference between what 
was paid them and what they 
would have received as commissions 
under the act of 1854. He also holds that it 
was not the intention of congress by the acts 
of 1864 and 1846, to dispense witn the bi 
ennial reacjusiments. It follows that a 
claimant under the act of March 3d, 1855 
must show that the actssubsequent to 1ldod 
deprived him of ten per cent or more, what 
he would have received if these statutes had 
not been enacted, and he had been compen- 
seated on the basis of the act of 1854. This

AID FOR ILLITERACY, 


Mr. Willle’s Hl)! for the Extension of Aidto Education 
Va the lusia of Liliteracy. 

WasHINGTON, February 18.—Representative 
Willis expects to have his bill providing for 
federal aid to education favorably reported 
tnis week from the committee on education. 
He has prepared a table embodied in the re- 
port of the sub-committee, that has recom- 
mended the passage of the bill, which shows 
that illiteracy held the balance of power in 
fourteen northern and in all the southern 
states. The report says: Inthe thirty-eight 
states there are 1,871,217 illiterate voters. 
Only one voter in five can write his name in 
the southern states. The illiterate voters ia 
South Carolina are more than one-balf; in 
Aiabama, Florida, Mississippi, Georgia, North 
Carolina and Virginia @ne in two; while Mis- 
souri, with one in nine, presents the best re- 
cord. In the presidential election of 18786, 
New York, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, tnodiana, California, Nevada, 
Ohio, Oregon, Wisconsin, Illinois, Rhode 
Island, Michigan and Pennsylvania were 
ranged on the side of illiteracy. In the last 
presidential contest thirty of the 
states of the union with 298 electoral 
votes were again within the domination of 
sovereigns who could not read the very char- 
ter of their liberties. The mejorities which 
they gave could have been overthrown by 
the combined vote of their illiterate vo‘ers, 
even if these majorities had been five times 
as great as they were in 1876. Tilden’s ma 
jority of the popular vote was 57,394; in 1880 
Garfield’s majority was only 3.033; in 1876 
sixty of our seventy-six senators, three fifths 
of tne whole, and 257 of the 292 representa- 
tives were in the grasp of illiteracy. In 1880 
fifty-eight of our seventy-six senators and 292 
of our 325 representatives were in states and 
districts where illiterate votes had the bal- 
ance of power. :

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BISMARCK IN HIS CUPS. 

According to the Berlin correspondent of 
the London Times, whose rumors and state- 
ments were embodied in the dispatches to 
Sunday’s Constitution, the United States of 
North America, represented by a democratic 
house of representatives, have gonea step too 
far. They have bearded the distinguished 
Pretrel-eater in his den, as it were, and now 
they must take the consequences. The diffi- 
culty arises from the fact that Colonel 
Thomas Ochiltree, the esteemed Texas staies- 
man, whose fame is by no means confined to 
his native shores, but has permeated all climes, 
shortly afier the death of a German agitator 
named Lasker, introduced a series of resolu- 
tioy mn the house of representatives, 
: condolence to the German 
government for its presumably irre- 
parabl2 loss. The resolutions fairly 
blazed with that species of eloquence for which 
Texas and Colonel Thomas Ochiltree are justly 
famous, and they created a profound impres- 
sion when recited in the stentorian voice of 
one of the clerk’s understrappers. Colonel 
Ochiltree stood ready to support them ina 
carefully prepared speech sprinkled with 
appropriate quotations from that beautiful 
ode ‘I’m a-dying Egypt, a-dying,’’ but the 
speech was not necessary. It would have 
been wind thrown away, The house, fired 
by the eloquence of the resolutions, adopted 
them without hesitation. 

Some will say that the elequent Colonel 
Ochiltree is an ignoramous, who understands 
nothing of the relations which Herr Lasker 
bore to the German government; but this 
would be a mistake. Colonel Ochil- 
tree understood perfectly well that 
Lasker was ‘egarded by Bismarck and Em- 
peror William asasort of political outcast, 
and the resolutions which he offered in the 
house, and which were promptly adopted, 
were in the nature of ahuge American joke, 
such as sometimes occur to the newspaper 

ragraphbers and other inspired humorists. 


American humorist, and his Lasker resolu- 
tions were intended to be used asa pole with 
which to stir up the animals in the imperial 
menagerie of Germany. 

Tue colonel’s joke, if the correspondent of 
the London Times is to be believed, is a very 
successful one. Bismarck, who has bossed 
England, France, Austria, Spain 
and the pope whenever he ‘found 
it necessary, is not to be 
insulted by a little one-horse American con- 
gress, and we should not be surprised to see 
the German ministerat Washington, flanked 
by two hired policemen, walk up to the desk 
ofthe speaker of the house, slam the re- 
turned resolutions down and walk out. Bis- 
marck believes in the one-man power; Herr 
Lasker was a republican of the American 
way of thinking. Bismarck believes wholly 
in imperialism; Herr Lasker believed in in- 
dividual liberty. Under these circumstances 
it is not to be wondered at that Bismarck 
regards the transmission of Colonel! Ochiltree’s 
resolutions as an affrontto the government 
which regards man not as an individual, but 
as a machine to be destroyed in behalf of 
imperialism. . 
 ‘Thereis another fact to be taken into con- 
sideration in regard to the ramored return of 
Colonel Ochiltree's beautifully turned reso-

“A BRAVECHARGE 


A STORY OF THE TRENCHES 
AROUND ATLANTA. 


The Valor ofa Distinguished Georgian Recalled— 
General Sherman's Account of the Aetion on 
Leggitt’s. Hill—Generai Thomas and 
Colonel Howell—Other Incidents. 


From the Sunday Record. 

‘A part of Hood’s plan of action was te sally 
from Atlanta at the same moment; but thie sally 
was not, for some reason, simultaneous, for the 
first attack on our extreme left flank had been 
checked and repulsed before the sally came from 
the direction of Atlanta. Meantime Colonel 
Sprague, in Decatur, had got his :eams harnessed 
up, and safely conducted his train to the 
rear of Schofield’s position, holding 
in check Wheeler's cavalry until he 
had got off all his trains, with the exception of 
three or four wagons. I remsined nearthe Howard 
house, receiving reports and sending specials, urg. 
ing Generals Thomas and Schofield to take adyan- 
tage of the absence from their front of so consider. 
able a body as was evidently engaged on our left. 
and if possible, to make a lodgment in Atlanta it- 
self: but they reporied that the lines to their front, 
atallaccessible pcints, were strong by nature and by 
art, and were fully manned. About 4p. m. theey.

Sweeping over a smail force with tye, 
guus they reached Our main line, broke through 
it, and got possession of De Gress's Daitery of four 
iwenty-pound pario's, killing every horse and 
turning the gums egaiist us, General Charles g 
Wood's division of the fifteenth corps was on the 
extreme rightof the army of the Tennessee, be 
tween the railroad and the Howard house, where 
he connected with Schofieid's troops. He repored 
to me in person that the line on his left had been 
sweptaway, and that bis counection with Genera} 
Logan,on Leggett’s bill, was broken. I ordereg 
him to wheel bis brigades to the left, to advauce io 
echelon, and to catch theenemy iu flank, Genera? 
schofieid brought forward ail his available bat- 
teries, to the number of twenty guus, to a 
position to the left front of the Howard 
house, whence we could overlook the field of 
action, and directeia heavy fire over the head of 
General Wood’s men against the enemy; and we 
saw Wood’s troops auvance and encoonter the 
euemy, who had secured posession of the old line 
parapet, which had been held by Ourmen: The 
right crossed this parapet, which he swept baex, 
takiug it in flank, and at the same time the d visiog 
which had been driven back along the raiiroad 
was rallied by General Logan in person ana fougat 
for their former ground, These com- 
bined forces drove the euemy into 
Atlanta, recovering the twenty pound 
Purrott guns—but one of them was found ‘bursted’ 
while iu the possession of the enemy. The two 
six pounders furiher in advance, were however. 
lost, and had been hauled back by the enemy into 
Atlants Poor Captain de Gress came to me in 
tears lamenting tue loss of his favorite gun, when 
they were regained he hadouly a few men left, 
and nota single horse.

Colonel Thomas still retains in his possession a 
sword surrendered to him on that memorable occa: 
sioa, by a federal cfficer, 

Lieutenant-Colonel John Brown, brother of Sen- 
ator Joseph E. Brown, commanded a regiment cf 
state troops, which succeeded in carryirg the ene- 
my’s works, on the right of the Forty-sevoud Geor- 
gia. He fell Wounded, within two hundred yards 
of DeGress’s battery. Captain Albert Howell, after 
Colonel Brown fel), touk command of the regiment 
aud continued the charge with such conspicuous 
gallantry as to win the commission of Jieutenant- 
eolonel.

CROOKED COTTON 


Transactions—Uow a Larae Numbcir of Banks Were 
‘fetimisaed. 


New York, February 18 —The supervisory 
committee of the New York cotton exchange, 
which has been for some time past investi- 
gating the alleged frauds in the transactions 
of the firm of J P. Billups & Co., cotton mer- 
chants, who failed sometime ago, will present 
its report to the board of managers of the ex- 
change to-morrow. They refused to give any 
information asto the result of their investi- 
gation from outside sources. However, it was 
learned that the alleged frauds consisted in 
misrepresenting the grade or quality of cotton 
that bad been pledged to the various banks 
in this city, among others, the Produce: Ex- 
change, the Mercantile, the Hanover, the 
National Exchange bank of New York, and 
nutuerous private banking houses In severa! 
cases it had been found that the cotton which 
had been represented us first grade was almost 
worthless pickings. To what amount the 
burks had been victimized by these 
transactions could not be definitely 
learned, butit’s stated that other securities 
inmany cases had been given and the loss 
would probably be very light. A few thonu- 
sand dollars would probably cover the loss in 
this city, and the heaviest loss would fall 
upon the foreign creditors of the firm. It is 
understood that the investigation was insti- 
tuted at the request of Billups, who claims 
that be was not at any time cognizantof these 
questionable transactions, but lays the woole 
responsibility of them upon his partner, 
Alexander Burgess, a prominent youocg busi 
ness man. A merchant of the exchange said 
that he thought the commission would exon- 
erate Mr. Billups. 


DEATH OF BLIND TOM’S MASTER. 


A Well Known Geuergtan Car!iecd Under the Wheels 
and (rushed to Death.

PHILADELPHIA, February 18,—Colonel John 
G. Bethune, Blind Tom’s. manager, was run 
over and instantly killed in Wilmington yes- 
terday.

A Held Stage-Robber Who Found Heady Victims in 
Every Ceach. 


“Talking about brave men,’ Stage-Robber 
Marshall said one night in jail, ‘‘the idea that 
it takes aman of great nerve and daring to 
rob @ siage isa great mistake. Ican take the 
softest tenderfoot you ever saw, and after fix 
ing him up in the right style, so the people 
in the stage will know. bis profession the 
minute they set their eyes on him, I'll bet I 
can scare the life out of the best Concord load 
youever see. T[nis-notion that we hurt 
people, or threaten to hurt them, and that 
we are rough and all that, is all nonsense. 
We just lay forthe stage in a lonely place, 
and when the leader heave in sigbt we level! 
our guns, apd maybe fire a shot or two in the 
air, to make the horses jump and rattle the 
drivera little. Toen, when all hands are 
looking out of the windows, with their eyes 
popping out of their sockets, we yell, ‘Hands 
up!’ Nive times out of ten that’s all we have 
to say ordo. The feliers in the coach gét out 
of their own accord, and we just stand them 
up in a row, and while one of us hoids a pis 
tol, the othersgo through their pockets and 
take what few little keepsakes they happen 
to have. 

‘The trouble with the people of this coun- 
try is, they rather like to be robbed, I guess. 
It’s easier’n falling offa log. Why, a year 
ago last winter my pard and I was walking 
along the mountain road, not thinking of any 
thing in particular,when along came a couple 
of tenderfeet in acarriage. Before we couid 
catch our breath, one of them threw up both 
hands, knocking the other’s bat off, and hol 
lered, ‘For God’s sake, don’t shoot.’ 

“Well, now, we hadn’t any ideaofshooting 
at all, and didn’t know those fellers were in 
those parts, but when they sort of reminded 
us of our business by commencing to un- 
buckle their watches and weasels, why, we 
just took them in charge, of course, and told 
the tenderfeet never to let us catch them on 
that road again, for it was ourn. They 
thanked usso warmly forsparing their lives 
that I felt a little uneasy about 't.

Every time it happened just 
the same. The chaps climbed out, begging 
that there should be no bloodshed, and we 
would say there wouldn't be any if the yield 
was good, but that we would have w kill 
somebody if we didn’t get enough to pay for 
our trouble. Every mother’sson of them 
would give up things that we'd never have 
thought of looking for or demanding. There 
was only just my pard and I, but the passen- 
gers would think they could see some of our 
men behind every tree. jy

Sermon at the Cathuvlle Church Sunday, by Right 
Rey. Bishop Grose. 

The bishop af Savannah, Right Rev. W, H. 
Gross. D D., preached at the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception to a large congrega- 
tion.

Food turns to flesh when used as hu- 
man nutriment, yet the deepest chemist can 
not take it and resolve it into similar mate- 
rial. All this proves that the 
princip'es of faith cannot be wiped out 

suilt upon this faith man is endowed with 
absolute free will fo accept or reject at 
pleasure. If he accepts, if he shows an in- 
clination to bend his own to the divine will, 
God will plentifally supply the needed grace 
for his salvation. If he rejects the mysteries 
which faith requires him to accept, he has the 
power to do so, taking at the same time the 
penalty. God does not compel a man to save 
himself against his own will. He bas placed 
everything necessary for his salvation 
within his reach; be invites man to come to 
him; Dut the the first actof volition must 
come from man himself. As inthe case of 
the thief in the cross, the slightest invitation 
will call from God the the greatest answer. 
The modesty of the dying thief only allowed 
him to ask the Saviour for remem 4*rance, 
when the Saviour immediately responded by 
promising, not simply remembrance, 
but declaring that “this day thou 
shalt be with me in paradise ”’

DEATH OF MAJUR HORACE KING, 


lic Dies Sudden'y in Ohattasooga fSaturday—The 
©auee of His Beath. 

Major Horace King, well known in Atlant: 
and for many yearsa resident here,*died in 
Chattanooga Saturday. Major King was 
very prominent here once, but a love of 
strong drink wrought his downfall. A short 
time ago he was in the Ivy street hospital 
under treatment for troubles brought on by 
an over-indu!gence in whisky and it was only 
about six weeks ago that he left tbere and 
went to Chat'anooga. 

The Chattanooga Times has this to say of 
his death: 

‘Major Horace King died suddenly yester- 
dav about 12 o’clock, in the rear room of J. 
P. May’s barber shop, 833 Chestnut street. 

“Major King was born in Athens, McMinn 
county, in 1827, and was therefore 57 years 
old. 

‘‘He was ciassically educated, and before the 
war engaged in mercantile pursuits. During 
the war he served in various pusitions, the 
last of which was staft officer with the late 
General Jobn C. Breckenridge, in the field, 
and he continued with that gentleman's ser- 
vice during the time he held the confederate 
portfolio of war. ; 

“After the war Major King was in business 

several years in thiscity. From here he went 
to Atlanta, and of late years has led a rather 
unsettled life. At his best the major was 
one of the best informed and most compan- 
jionableof men. He had read everything; the 
classics, history,old and modern, English lit- 
erature, the news of the hour, and had a re- 
markably retentive memory. a fine vocabulary 
and pleasant style of expression. When the 
writer of this first met him he was a very fine 
specimen of manly dignity and of mof 
pleasing presence. He haa read enough o 
the jaw to acquire knowledge of forms and 
common proceedings, and might by applica- 
tion have become a good lawyer. He was no 
man’s enemy but his Own; was universally 
liked, baving nothing of the bitterness of 
evynicism in his nature. His irregular habits 
of jife aggravated a constitutional tendency 
to dyspepsia and hemorrhage of the lungs, 
and these were the immediate cause of his 
death. 
, “Major King will be kindly remembered 
Hy a great many peop!e in the south, in Phil- 
adelphia and other northern communtiies, 
for what he was, and sorrowfully, when his 
friends remember what he might have been, 
but for his besetting weakness. 

‘His life and death are a lesson to bright 
and eultured young men, warning them that 
fixed aims in life and steadiness of purpose, 
count far more in the race than brilliant 
parts, more, even, than genius. He will not 
be remembered in bitterness by any. When 
he was possessed of means his purse was open 
to his friends and to many who played upon 
his generous nature and abused his confi- 
dence. ° 

“The remains were promptly removed from 
the scene of death by Mr. A.J. Wisdom to 
Long’s undertaking establishment on Market 
street, and prepared for burial. The follow- 
ing jury of inquest was summoned by A. W. 
Poe, justice of the peace: CC, Snyder, A. 
J Wisdom, J. 8. Gillespie, W. P. Mitchell, 
John F. Gorman, I. Allen, George Rice. They 
found thatthe deceased came to his death 
from dyspepsia and hemorrhage of the lungs, 
and returned a verdict accordingly. : 

“The funeral will take place this morning 
at 10 o'clock. Mrs. Tom Cruichfield, of Nash- 
ville, sister of the deceased, was telegraphed 
for and will arrive this morning.”

THE CITY LEGISLATURE. 


a Deu! Rut ef Pe itions, Keporte and Resolutions 
co The Balance Sheet. 

The general council convened last night at 7:30 
o'clock. Mayor Goodwin presided and a ful! rep- 
resentation answered tothe roll call. The chamber 
was well filled with representative citizens but they 
soon tiredof the tame prceceedings and one by 
one took their departure. A large baich of petitions 
were presented but as usual the mejority of them 
were of no general interest and were referred to 
their respective committees. 

The balance sheet showed the balance of appro- 
pria‘ion on hand to be $695,515 60, Colonel Ss. B 
Spencer's petition for damages to his lot on Wash 
ington street having been set tpon by the alder 
manic board,the colonel again petitioned the general 
council to have the matter of damages sustained 
referred to the oity attorney, who should 
have a board of arbitraticn appointed. The motion 
was lost. F. M. Bail’s petition for retail liquor 
license at o*6 Marietta, was referred te the police 
committee. The St. Petersand Paul's church, on 
Marietta street, was granted a gas jetin front of 
their church. A ne ion from citizens on Sa- 
vannan street, to have it opened, was referred 
to the street committee. C F Wetherbe requested 
the city to purchase thirty copies of his duplex 
directory, but the body thought ten copies enough. 
H. H. Crumiey and J. J. McCain expressed a desire 
to be relieved from paying for McDonough and 
Fair stréts sewer asvesements, but the sewer com- 
mittee will consider the mat'er. 

The board of health presented a communjcation 
in which the new boundaries of the sanitary dis- 
tricts were presented. The suggestions contained 
therein were ratified. 

George Hinman protested against the granting of 
a liquor license at £51 Méerietta street. Thomas 
Finley et al objected to macadamizing Walton 
street for two years. 

Thé@ finance pey roll of audited accounts was re 
ported to be gi 7v2 47, and was agreed to by the 
council. a 

Councilman Gray introduced an ordinance re- 
pealing so much of section 747 of the code of 1883 
as requires the pelice commissionersto be elected 
from the ward io which the vacancy occurs. In 
support of the ordinkrce the councilman stated 
that the city had now six wards and only fiveeom- 
missioner. 

The rules were suspended and the ordinance was 
read the second time and adopted. 

The street committee recommended the opening 
of Oime street. The samecommittee also recom- 
mended that Jackson street be opened from Wheat 
street to Foster street, a distance ol four hundred 
feet. ata cost of$i25.20 Also thatthe East Ten- 
neasee, Virginia and Georgia railroad be ri quired 
tograde Thurman street, in accordance with the 

rofile of the city engineer; also 
. favor of widening Wheat street 
where it enters Peachtree street and recommend. 
ing that assessors be appointed at once; also in 
favor pf placing a crossing at the intersection of 
Smith and Orange streets; also in favor of grading 
Windsor street between Rawson and Richardson 
streets. and putttng down curbing and sidewalk; 
also in favor of cancelling the bill for macacam 
againstihe German Lutheran church on Whitehall 
street Councilman Gray opposed the report and 
the vote stood five for and five against it. The 
mayor voted against the r»port and it was lost. 

The street committee submitted a repert exonor- 
ating Assistart Engineer McDaniel from any blame 
arising from the error in the mineral spring sewer 
In their report the committee recommended that 
the engineer department be composed of the en- 

neer and assistant engineer only, and that two 

borers be allowed the department, and that their 
work be directed by the engineers. Accompany- 
ing the report was a letter from Engineer Hugh 
Angier, in which he asserted that Mr 
McDaniel was an efficient engineer. and 
that the error was simply an oversight in deducting 
viots payments. He declared that no blame 
cou'id be attached to Mr. McDaniel. The police
